Grand Avenue Car at McRee Avenue 


Burst Suddenly Into Flames and 
Women and Children Were 
Trampled Upon. 


Fire totally consumed a Grand avenue 
motor car at Grand and McRee avenues 


Saturday noon and many women and chil- 
dren who were passengers in the car had 


narrow escapes from death from the flames. 


A panic ensued and many were injured as 


they sought to leave the car and escape 


the fire, which spread with frightful speed. 
Women fainted and fell in the street, 


where they were rescued "by men who hur- 


ried to the scene. 
The fire department was summoned, but 


the fire burned so fiercely that the car was 


reduced to ashes before the firemen could 
reach the scene. 

Car No. 61 of the Grand avenue division 
was going south at full speed at noon. It 
was filled with passengers. There was no 
signal to stop and as the 
McGee avenue, only a block distant from 
the Reservoir police station, and with no 
premonition that anything was amiss, the 
motorman had not slacked his speed. 

Suddenly there was a muffied explosjon 
under the front end of the car. The floor 
Was partially lifted. At the same instant 
a dense volume of smoke filled the car. 

Flames shot up from the entire bottom of 
the car. The wires appeared to all be on 
fire and communicated the blaze to all of 
the woodwork with which it came in con- 
tact. 

There was a stampede for the door, in 
which women and children were thrown to 
the floor and trampled upon. The motor- 
man and cond@*#@sor and other men on the 
car assisted the women and children out. 

Mrs. Minnie Phillips of 631 Edmond street 
occupied a seat and held her young baby in 
her arms. When the explosion came she 
sprang to her feet and made a dash for 
the coor. As she reached the platform she 
stumbled and fell. 

She was forced to relax her hold on the 
baby and it rolled through the 
street into the gutter. Mre. 
so frightened that she could not regain her 
feet anmbaehe Utcrally crawled to her chitd 
and gathered it in her arms. 

Mra. N. Shelley of 2334 Washington ave- 
‘ue fainted when she saw the flames were 
‘onsuming the car. She would have been 
burned to death had not Sergeant Owen 
McNamee hastened into the burning 
and picked her up and carried her to a 
place of safety. She was taken iuto the 
houte of Mr. Miller at 1615 South Grand ave- 
nue Dr. Jiarris of 3574 Lucas avenue was 
passing. He was called in and applied 
restoratives. Mrs. Shelley was not seri- 
ously injured.

Mrs. Mary Leonhardt of 1621 Wash street, 
carrying money and jewelry aggregating 
$1000 in value, was instantly killed by a 
Suburban street car in front of her home 
Saturday morning. 

Mrs. Leonhardt was buying vegetables 
from a wagon that stood across the street, 
in front of 1622 Wash street. Car No. 128, 
east bound, had just crossed Seventeenth 
street at 8:47 and was running at a moder- 
ate rate of speed. 

Suddenly Mrs. Leonhardt turned from the 
vegetable wagon and stepped upon the 
track to walk across to her home. 

Motorman Joseph Sneethen reversed his 
power, but as the car was only a few feet 
frbm the woman it was impossible to stop 
in time. 

Mrs. Leonhardt was thrown under the 
front wheel, which passed over the body, 
almost cutting her in twain. 

The car ran for nearly 20 feet after it 
struck her, dragging the body along. Lifting 
screws were necessary in order to release 
the mangled remains. 

Conductor Fred Harberding says that he 
has been street railroading for seven years 
and this is his first accident. The crew 
was permitted to complete the run.
